Its elements were scarcely imparted to us by 
the lips of its most distinguished apostle, when they were 
sealed forever. An intercst in its investigation was just 
awakened, when he who inspired it, ceased to be. We 
witnessed in Spurzheim a reverence for the laws of God 
and a love of humamty which were the governing and liv- 
ing principles of his being, and hallowed the precepts of, 
his philosophy. We can, indeed, forgive one who never 
heard his teachings, felt the influence of his pure and en- 
thusiastic benevolence, and then bent over his clay, for re- 
futing, as well as he may, the doctrines he taught ; for 
none more than he rejoiced in the principles of truth. But 
we cannot, in justice to his memory, suffer a grossly incor- 
rect account of them denounced as material and ridiculed 
as foolish—to go forth without pointing out, as succinctly 
as possible, wherein it is erroneous. 

If we rightly understand the propositions intended to be 
established in this article, they arc substantially that Phre- 
nology is identical with Materialism,—that the theory 
upon which it is based, viz. that the brain is the organ of 
the mind, is not sufficiently well sustained to be worthy 
of admission, and that it is incomplete as a ecience of 
mind.
